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Chicago Synagogue Guarded 
After Anshe Emet Bombing 


CHICAGO (P-O) — Chicago 
synagogues have posted guards 
to protect their premises after 
the sudden bombing of Anshe 
Eme Synagogue, Chicago's larg- 
est Conservative Congregation. 

Police have put a 24-hour 
guard on Anshe Emet while the 
FBI have entered the case to 
determine if the violation of any 
federal law is involved. 

William Nudelman, executive 
director of the synagogue, said 
the blast caused about $2,000 
damage. He knew of no reason 
for the bombing, adding that the 
Congregation had not been both- 
ered by cranks lately. 

The bomb missed, by an hour 
and a half, a group meeting in 
the synagogue’s basement. The 
Chicago Board of Rabbis de- 
nounced the bombing as_ the 
work of “sick minds and sick 
souls.” 

Mayor Richard J. Daley said 
the bombing was “a _ shocking 
thing to occur in our city.” He 
asked that anyone with informa- 
tion which might lead to the ar- 
rest of the perpetrators, come 
forward. 

The blast sent chunks of brick 
and concrete flying through the 
basement. The concussion loos- 
ened marble paneling behind the 
altar. The Scrolls of the Law 
were not damaged. About 200 
windows in neighboring homes 
were shattered. 

Captain Daniel Dragel, head 
of the police crime laboratory, 
which is studying fragments of 
the bomb, said it was the work 


of professionals experienced in| 


the use of explosives. 

Dragel said the original police 
theory that the crime was the 
work of teen-age vandals had 
been bandoned following close 
examination of the bomb. 

The teen-age theory was the 
result of a disturbance made at 
the synagogue by three teen- 
agers after they had been de-

Boston Eggs 
Foil ‘Exodus’ 


BOSTON (P-O) —Hate mer- 
chants, led by Nazi Storm Troop- 
er Norman Rockwell, renewed 
their attempts to picket the film 
“Exodus” playing at the Saxon 
Theatre here but a barrage of 
eggs from bystanders put the 
kibosh on their demonstration 
before it got off the ground, 


The hate hoodlums staged a 
desultory picketing of the film 
—which depicts the birth of Is- 
rael—when it opened in New 
York a week ago. 


Their Boston “show” was even 
less impressive. The egg barrage 
decimated Rockwell and eighteen 
of ‘iis troopers and sent them 
squealing to the police for pro- 
tection. Police hauled them off 
to a precinct stationhouse then

Rockwell and five of his fana- 
tics flew to Boston. When the 
two groups got together and 
showed up at the Saxon Theatre 
in their Nazi uniforms replete 
with swastika arm-bands_ the 
eggs began to fly. Police who 
rescued them got splattered as 
well as the Hitlerite hoodlums 

Ironically, until police reserves 
arrived to insure safety for the 
would-be pickets, Rockwell had 
to seek shelter in the theatre he 
had planned to picket, in the 
shadow of the screen where the 
scenes of Israel’s fight for free- 
dom would shortly be unreeled 
to a packed and enthusiastic au- 
dience. 

The American Nazis made 
plans as long ago as last Sep- 
tember to picket “Exodus” when 
it should be released. 

In both New York and Wash- 
ington, where they first put these 
plans into operation, they met 
short shrift at the hands of the 
public but they rumble on, spew- 
ing out their particular brand 
of hate and venom.

Rabbi David Greenberg of the 
Westchester Reform Temple 
hailed Father Kempsell’s action 
and said: “Father Kempsell 
teaches and exemplifies Chris- 
tianity with the uncompromising 
courage and clarity that I pray 
I may bring to the teaching of 
my own faith.” 

Rabbi Greenberg said that ac- 
tion of the golf club committee 
was on a level with the vanda!- 
ism of Swastika-smearing hood- 
lums who desecrate places of 
worship. It is from such bigots 
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who lost their lives escapirg 
Morocco in a small 65-foot motor

Forty-three Jews lost their 
lives when a small vessel, about 
the size of the average party 
fishing boat, set out clandestinely 
for Gibraltar where it is alleged 
the passengers would embark for 
Israel. 

The vessel capsized in stormy 
weather about 40 miles off the 
Morrocan shore. 

The small vessel, called the 
Price, owned and operated by a 
Spanish captain, was forty miles 
west of Mellila, Morrocco when 
she ran into a storm. The small 
boat was driven into the rocks 
at Cape Moro Nuevo and her 
prow was split. 

The captain warned the pas- 
sengers of the danger and hur- 
ried them into life jackets and 
overboard into the stormy sea, 
Explaining the mishap to a Mo- 
roccan inquiry the captain said 
that many of the passengers had 
not known how to swim and 
were unable to handle their life 
jackets in rough water. 

The captain and two of his 
crew were rescued by fishing 
boats that answered the distress 
call.

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CHICAGO (P-O) — The Rev. 
H. C. Wilkinson, Methodist chap- 
lain of Duke University, makes 
a case to show that the United 
States Government is officially 
Christian, in an article in the cur 
rent issue of the “Christian Ad- 
vocate.” 

“The American Government,” 
writes the Rev. Wilkinson, “is 
not a secularistic government. It 
officially affirms the reality of 
God and confesses national faith 
in Him. The remaining ques- 
tion is whether the U. S. Gov- 
ernment goes beyond professing 
theistic faith and achieves a 
Christian orientation. 

“I CONTEND that it does, by 
adopting certain assumptions 
which are peculiar to Christian- 
ity and by affirming certain spe- 
cifically Christian beliefs. 

“Two pieces of significant evi- 
dence are found in the text of 
the Constitution. In Article 1, 
Section 7, Paragraph 2 we find: 
‘If any bill shall not be returned 
by the President within ten days 
(Sunday excepted) ..? 

“Why was Sunday excepted? 
Why was not the last day of 
the week, Saturday, chosen? 
On Saturday the Jewish people 
are religiously commanded to 
do no work. Most scholars 
would agree- that Sunday was 
specified because Sunday was 
and is the day of Christian 


worship. 

“At the end of the original 
corpus of the Constitution, in 
Article VII, second paragraph, 
we read the following: ‘Done in 
convention by the unanimous 


consent of the states present, the 
seventeenth day of September, in 
the year of our Lord, one thou- 
@and seven hundred and eighty 
seven. 

THE REV. Wilkinson points 
out that “the year of our Lord” 
is a phrase which refers to a 
calendar based on the date of 
the birth of Jesus of Nazareth. 


“The authors of the U. S. Con- 
stitution,” he states, “chose a 
method of dating our Constitu- 


tion which would be rejected by 
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virtually every atheistic, agnos- 
tic, Jewish, Hindu and Buddhist 
society in existence.” 
The chaplain quotes Dr. W. 
. Munro, professor of history 
and government at the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology, 
who said that the basic nature 
of the American Government 
is to be ascertained not only 
by reference to the printed 
words of the Constitution but 
equally by the acts of Congress 
and the decisions of the presi- 
dents and the enactments of 
the various state legislatures 
which have been allowed by the 
Supreme Court to stand. 
“Consider then,” the Rev. Wil- 
kinson quotes Dr. Munro, “some 
of these official actions; Both 
houses of Congress are opened 
with prayer to Almighty God led 
by Christian ministers who are 
paid by Government funds and 
whose prayers subsequently are 





published as official Government 
documents by the Government 
printing office and at Govern- 
ment expense. No such distinc- 
tion or preference is granted 
representatives of any other reli- 
gion. 

“IN COURTS of law, witnesses 
are sworn to tell the truth while 
placing their hands upon a Chris- 
tian Bible. They are not required 
to swear upon the Old Testa- 
ment, the Koran, Bhagavad-Gita, 
the Book of Mormon, or any 
other book sacred to the particu- 
lar witness who may appear upon 
the stand.” 

The Rev. Wilkinson concludes 
that “America is a Christian na- 
tion in the important sense that 
some of the affirmations and 
practices which are peculiarly 
Christian are reflected in and 
adopted by the official documents 
and basic actions of the United 
States Government. 





Indict Twelve for Picturing 
LA. Suburb as Gity-of-Hate 


LOS ANGELES (P-O) —- 
Twelve people were indicted 
here last week for besmirching 
a Los Angeles suburb as an anti- 
semitic city of hate. Chief among 
those indicted was Pat Michaels, 
TV newscaster, who developed 
the program that synthesized 
anti-semitie incidents to create 
what was considered an exag- 
gerated picture of a prejudiced 
town, Elsinore. 

Michaels and the general man- 
ager of KTLA, at the time (the 
sPonsoring station) are no long- 
er on the station’s staff. 

The indictment against the two 
TV men and certain Elsinore 
city officials charges them with 
conspiracy to commit slander 
against Elsinore, Also listed on 
the indictments as co-conspira- 
tors are Elsinore’s City Attor- 
ney, Police Chief and members 
of the City Council. Other as-

U.S. Text-hooks Aid Bigotry 
By Biased Portrayal of History 


NEW YORK (P-O)—American 
school text-books help bias and 
bigotry along by giving a partial 
and distorted picture of minority 
groups and by presenting a large- 
ly white, Protestant, Anglo- 
Saxon view of American history, 
according to the Anti-Defama- 
tion League of B’nai B'rith. 

Prodded into action by a re- 
port on the matter issued by 
ADL, Dr. Austin McCaffrey, di- 
rector of the American Text- 
Book Publishers Institute, prom- 
ised “prompt action” in correct- 
ing the shortcomings spotlighted 
by ADL researchers. 

“TIMES HAVE changed,” he 
said. “Views and_ orientations 
have changed. No one will say 
that texts developed thus far are 
as good as they ought to be.” 

The ADL found them very far 
short of that. By slighting and

PHILADELPHIA (P-O) — A 
Jewish fire captain was exoner- 
ated after being suspended for 
bringing wine into a Fire Station 
during Passover, 

The Civil Service Commission, 


fm a sharply worded decision, 
over-ruled Fire Commissioner 
Frank L. McNamee who had 


found Fire Captain Max Gold- 
stein guilty of unsatisfactory be- 
haviour. 

The Philadelphia Jewish Times 
reporting on the incident, stated 
that Goldstein, who is 50 and 
lives at 4918 N. Seventh Street, 
was suspended last April for ten 
days on charges of bringing sac- 
ramental wine into the Fire Sta- 
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tion at 82nd Street and Tinicum 
Avenue during Passover, 

Commissioner McNamee rated 
the action as an “unsatisfactory 
performance.” Goldstein appealed 
the verdict and charged that he 
was being persecuted, The Civil 
Service Commission ordered Mc- 
Namee to give Goldstein another 
rating. 

Th» Commission pointed out 
in its ruling that the maximum 
relief it can afford in such cases 
is to order the Fire Department 
to give the appellant another 
rating. 

“It is our considered cpinion 
after a careful review of all the 
testimony and evidence in this 
matter,” stated the Commission, 
“that there is ample justification 
for affording the appellant this 
relief. 

“This is especially so in view 
of the fact that this improve- 
ment needed comes after 21 years 
of apparently satisfactory serv- 
ice with the Fire Department.” 

The opinion was signed by 
Sidney B. Dexter, chairman; Rev. 
R. Luther Cunningham and Leon 
I. Mesirov. 





sneering at immigrant popula- 
tions, by ignoring the Negro’s 
position in contemporary Amer- 
ican society, by over-emphasiz- 
ing the ancient past of the Jews 
and doing little to highlight their 
contribution to current American 
culture and progress, by skating 
quickly and uninformatively over 
the Nazi persecution of minori- 
ties and by white-washing cer- 
tain aspects of American history, 
the school books do little to give 
a true picture of the American 
scene past and present, according 
to ADL. 

A ten-month study by ADL re- 
searchers led by Dr. Lloyd Mar- 
cus, director of the league’s de- 
partment of research and pro- 
gram development, found “a text- 
book tendency to paint the United 
States as being lily-white and 
homogeneous, except for its 
simpie, childlike Negroes of 
ante-bellum times, some Jews 
who are remnants of Biblical 
days and some other minorities 
who appear to be aberrational 
and don’t really belong on the 
Am>rican scene.” 


“MUCH SPACE is given both 
to democracy’s heritage from the 
ancient Hebrews and to the pro- 
gress of the State of Israel,” the 
report states. “But most texts 
fail to present a varied, true-to- 
life picture of Jews in America 
today. Only a few do an ade- 
quate job of highlighting past 
and present participation by 
Americans of Jewish faith in the 
many phases of our national life. 

“Textbook accounts of the cru- 
cifixion, though seldom linking 
Jews to this event in the harm- 
ful manner of older books, con- 
tinue to be too superficial to help 
dispel misconceptions that may 
underiie some feelings of anti- 
Semitism, 


“Naxi persecutions of minori- 
ties are inadequately treated. 
About one-third of the books ex- 
amined, omit the topic entirely. 
In fact, more than three-quarters 
of them slight or minimize what 
the Nazis did to their victims. 
Pictorial illustration of this topic 
is very seldom included. Taken 
as a whole, only one fully satis- 
factory account was found. 


“THERE IS virtually no im- 





provement in the text-book treat- 
ment of the Asian immigrant 
who continues to be viewed large- 
ly as a strange, unassimilable 
outsider who presents a threat 
to the living standards of native 
Americans. Very little attention 
is paid to America’s increasingly 
significant Spanish-speaking im- 
migrant and migrant groups. 
Virtually nothing favorable is 
said about these groups. 

“A negative stereotype of them 
is presented. A few text-books 
continue to refer to all groups 
of immigrants as outsiders.” 

The League said it hoped that 
the report would spur the pro- 
duction of text- books which 
would (1) present a pluralistic, 
rather than a 100 per cent white, 
Protestant, Anglo-Saxon view of 
American history and of the cur- 
rent social scene; (2) portray 
minority groups not as “out- 
groups”—strange, different and 
isolated—but sympathetically and 
in depth as a valuable, dynamic 
contributing element in our cul- 
ture and (3) deal frankly with 
past and current barriers to full 
equality in citizenship and to 
constructive intergroup relations 
and with ongoing attempts to 
achieve both civil and human 
rights for all.

NEW YORK (P-O) — “My fa- 
ther died when he was nine years 
old.

ON ONE WALL, hang rank 
upon rank of celebrated states- 
men and lawmen, photographs 
with loving laudatory inscrip- 
tions. “You have devoted your 
life to the service of God and 
man, and your vast host of sin- 
cere friends and admirers love 
you for it.” “A true philanthrop- 
ist, a fine human being, and a 
fighting district attorney.” On the 
other wall, near the DA’s desk, 
are mounted vignettes of his par- 
ents: bearded mild-eyed father 
with big black yarmulka and 
small bow tie, black-gowned gen- 
tle matriarch with sheitel and 
pearls. 

“When they go, it’s like you 
burn up a Rembrandt,” de- 
clares the district attorney. 
“There’s no replacing them.” 

Harvard graduate, Kentucky 
Colonel, Elks Man of the Year, 
D.A. Silver looks like an Ed- 
ward G. Robinson, talks with 
the homely, humor-lit pungen- 
cy of a Sholem Aleichem, Ten- 
derly he reminisces of his East 
Side birth and breeding. 

His father immigrated from 
Slonim in 1889. He was “a tail- 
or and a talmud chochom,” 
member of the Brotherhood of 
Cloak-Makers Union, No. 1, of 
New York and Vicinity (“I 
was born with a union label,” 
chuckles Ed district attorney 
Silver), according to the mu- 
seum-piece union card dated 
1897. 


HIS MOTHER... “Ah, if you 
knew the kind of woman my 
mother was! People call me a 
tough guy. But I tell them, my 
mother was a tough guy. A 
fighter for Yiddishkeit. I re- 
member the day she stood up in 
shul and interrupted the reading 
of the Law. ‘There’s no mikvan 
in this district,’ she thundered,

tute neighbour. Children were 
her job twenty-four hours a day. 
And what did she want for her 
children? ‘A mensch darf man 
Sein,’ she used to say.”

Jewish Suicide Rate Held 
One of Lowest in the World 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (P-Ol— 
Do Jews commit suicide? 

Dr. Israel J. Gerber, Rabbi of’ 
Temple Beth El in Charlotte, 
N. C., and chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Psychiatry and Rell- 
gion of the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis, answers the 
question in the current issue of 
“Jewish Heritage.” 

“Only three countries, Spain, 
Italy and the Republic of Ire- 
land have lower suicide rates 
than the State of Israel,” writes 
Dr. Gerber, “Israel's rate is well 
below that of the United States.” 

.Dr. Gerber poses this question: 

“It might rightly be asked why 
the Jewish people, which has un- 
dergone such agonizing experi- 
ences throughout history, has not 
had a higher suicide rate, 

“According to the noted psycho- 
logist, William James, ‘suffering 
and hardskips do not as a rule 
abate the love of life,’ On the con- 
trary, they add greater zest. Er- 
nest Jones declares that ‘ex- 
tremely inflicted misfortune, 
however lasting’ is not the cause 





for the ‘impairment of the natu- 
pal zest for life.’ 

“While groveling under Na- 
poleon’s heel, Germany produced 
literature that was the most 
hopeful and visionary the world 
had seen. During the trying 
months of World War II, when 
England was blitzed unmerciful- 
ly by the Nazi bombers, suicides 
were reported to be fewer than 
in more peaceful times. 

“In their book ‘To Be or Not to 
Be’, Louis I. Dublin and Bessie 
Bunzel comment that ‘the Jews 
who have been driven from pillar 
to post for centuries have been 
little given to self-destruction, 
except for instances of mass su- 
icide. 

“Even during the days of the 
Hitler concentration camps, while 
there were Jews who bribed 
guards for the privilege of com- 
mitting susicide to escape fur- 
ther harsh treatment, their num- 
bers were insignificant. 

“Psychoanalysts maintain that 
in order to prevent suicide, it 
is necessary to build up the per- 
sonality through self-discipline 





so that it is able to accept life’s 
vicissitudes with equanimity. The 
life of the Jewish people has 
been one of self-discipline since 
the beginning. The moral, ethi- 
cal and social code of Judaism is 
high and demanding and Jewish 
law exacting. This has added to 
the Jew’s adaptability and his 
capacity for adjusting to life’s 
stresses and strains.” 

Dr. Gerber cites as an instance 
of “Jewish mass suicide” an in- 
cident involving Jewish fighters 
in Masada in the first century. 
Rather than fall into the hands 
of the Romans they destroye1 
themselves. 

“The question being asked in 
Israel today,” writes Dr. Ger- 
ber, “is this: If an Israeli soldier 
is captured by the Arabs, may 
he commit suicide if he fears that 
his captors may extract vital mil- 
itary information from him? The 
Israeli Chief of Chaplains main- 
tains that it is permissible. But 
Rabbi Moshe Zvi Neriyah, head 
of the B’nai Akiva Yeshiva, ar- 
gues that no Jew has the right 
to take his own life.”

I’m a dyed- 
in-the-wool Litvak but I am an 
admirer of these people... good, 
Solid, faithful Jews.

Hassidim get together, each one 
sings the praises of his particu. 
lar rebbe. So I once said to a 
Belzer Hassir, ‘My rebbe is great- 
er than your rebbe.’ ‘Who, is 
your rebbe?’ asked the Belzer 
Hassid. ‘Der Abishter, The One 
Above.’ I replied. 

“I’m a man of law; you ex- 
pect me to talk about crime, 
Let’s go back to the first mur- 
der case. Cain killed Abel. But 
that wasn’t the worst crime— 
here, let’s look it up in the 
Chumash, It came later when 
Cain said, “Am I my brother’s 
keeper?’ That’s the crime of the 
age. There are too many peo- 
ple who have this attitude, this 
lack of responsibility. The Jew 
has tried through the ages to 
show people that we are our 
brother’s keeper.”

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American Civil War Sparked 





(Editor’s Note: This is the 
first of a series of six articles 
on a book called “Discrimina- 
tion — U.S.A.” by U. S. Sena- 
tor Jacob K. Javits of New 
York, published by Harcourt 
Brace.) 


When did American Jews first 
become aware that anti-Semitism 
could exist in the United States? 
When was the first diabolical 
mob-cry “Blame it on the Jews” 
first heard on the shores of the 
land of the free.? 

The answers to these questions, 
and many others like them, are 
found in a book “Discrimination 
—U.S.A.” by U. S. Senator Jacob 
K. Javits of New York. 

Senator Javits points out that 
anti-Semitism first struck Amer- 
ican Jewry with the full force 
of its fury and savagery during 
the Civil War when a desperate 
and frantic nation — both north 
and south of the Mason-Dixon 
Line — sought a scapegoat for 
the ills attendant upon the war, 
including high prices, food short- 
ages and inflation. 

Some of the most respectable 
and responsible newspapers of 
the time joined in the mob cry 
“Blame it on the Jews.” The 
fact that Judah P. Benjamin, 
himself a Jew, emerged as one 
of the leaders of the Confeder- 
acy, kindled the anti-Semitic 
flames in the North. 

The Confederacy numbered 
among its soldiers and support- 
ers men of many races and na- 
tionalities. But if one was a Jew 
that was sufficient cause for la 
beling all Jews as slavers and 
secessionists. 

The Board of American Israel- 
ites was formed during the war 
to combat the anti-Semitic wave. 
Its articles of incorporation em- 
Phasized the fact that if. civil 
rights can be denied one group 
—the Negroes—that denial af. 
fects the rights of all other 
groups. 

Senator Javits points out that 
“intense interest” was aroused 





in the summer of 1877 when Jo- 
seph Seligman, a prominent New 
York banker, who had rendered 
distinguished service in helping 
the North finance the Civil War, 
was refused accommodations fur 
himself and his family at the 
Grand Union Hotel in Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y. 

“Seligman’s custom,” the Sen- 
ator wrote, “had been to spend 
his vacations at this hotel for 
many years prior to this incident. 
In 1877 however the hotel had 
been sold to Judge Henry Hilton. 
a prominent New York political 
figure and A. T. Stewart, a New 
York department store merchant 
and himself an Irish immigrant 


“Like Seligman, Stewart had 
come to the United States penni- 
less and subsequently had risen 
to a position of wealth and prom- 
inence. It was Judge Hilton, with 
Stewart’s acquiescence, who ac- 
tually issued the. order denying 
Seligman accommodations at the 
hotel. 

“Indignation over the occur- 
rence was widespread and many 
articles were written and ser- 
mons preached on this subject 
The fact that a man of such na- 
tional prominence as Joseph S:2- 
ligman had been the victim of 
this kind of discrimination 
aroused the indignation of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, Henry Ward 
Beecher, Mark Twain and many 
others. 

“The Seligman case had its 
counterpart in many other areas 
of America’s social life and ex- 
posed a pattern of discrimination 
against Jews which still persists 
in some quarters. It is interest- 
ing to note that the large immi- 
gration from the 1880’s to 1910 
was not responsible for the out- 
break of anti-Semitism, although 
agitators exploited the alien cus- 
toms and mannerisms of the im- 
migrants. 

“Most Americans looked upon 
the newcomers with sympathy 
and sincerely tried to be help- 
ful in making it possible for them

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Swing To Left May Result From Lavon Affair 


By CARL ALPERT 

HAIFA — If an Israeli per- 
sonality, for some sinister rea- 
son, had decided to promote in- 
ternal discord in the country, sow 
suspicion, encourage strife, and 
generally to create a sizzling pv- 
litical atmosphere, he could have 
chosen no better path than that 
taken by Mr. Pinhas_ Lavon, 
Secretary-General of the Hista- 
druth. 


What began innocently enough 
and ostensibly only as an attempt 
by Mr. Lavon to clear his name 
from a scandal which nobody 
knew existed, in connection with 
an event which everybody had 
forgotten — was carefully, sys- 
tematically and meticulously de- 
veloped into a first-class political 
crisis. At stake today is the unity 





and the organizational effective- 
ness of Mapai, the strongest po- 
litical party in the country, and 
the dominant party in the gov- 
ernment. 

The civil war within Mapai, 
which has transformed erstwhile 
friends and colleagues into bit- 
ter antagonists, naturally causes 
delight in the ranks of most of 
the other political groupings in 
the country, which hope to pick 
up the pieces, should Mapai fal 
apart. 

THE OBJECTIVE observer 
must be greatly distressed by the 
sudden turn of events, however. 
A weakening of the Mapai at 
this stage is essentially a weak- 
ening of the government of Is- 
rael, whatever may be the mo- 
tive. I am no friend of Mapai; 


it has many sins for which it 
must atone, but the stability of 
the country must come first. 

We are not faced here with a 
pre-election struggle, a pitting 
of one party and its program 
against other parties and their 
programs, for the voters .0 
choose. This is an attempt to 
bring about disintegration of the 
party which carries the major 
responsibility for the administra- 
tion of Israel’s affairs, including 
defense and economics. 

Under the influence of its re- 
sponsible position, the Mapai has 
in recent years been moving 
gradually from the political left, 
closer to the political center. This 
evolution is to the best interests 
of a country which suffers from 
political extremism. 





It contributes to national sta- 
bility. But the old-line Socialists 
in Mapai, spearheaded by Mr. 
Lavon, have not been able to re 
concile themselves to this trend, 
and they have apparently chosen 
this time to bring to a head 
their differences with Ben Gur- 
ion and his more moderate asso- 
ciates. 


ROUGHLY two-thirds of the 
populace of Israel cast their votes 
for leftist parties, and the re- 
maining oné third for conserva- 
tive parties. A break-up of the 
Mapai could result only in 
strengthening and encouraging 
the extreme leftist parties. These, 
together with the Lavon-led dis- 
sident elements from Mapai, 
could find common ground at 
last, and unite. The result would 





be a displacement of Mapai by 
the new, more radical party. 

To be sure, David Ben Gurion 
is enormously popular in Israel, 
but it would be a fatal mistake 
to believe that his personality 
alone is sufficient to hold a party 
together or even to win an elec 
tion. We need only recall what 
the fickle electorate of Great 
Britain did to Winston Churchil] 
immediately after he had led 
them to victory in the war. 

In the present constellation of 
political grouping here, there ig 
still no clear probability of a re« 
placement for Mapai from right 
of center. The only alternative 
would be a sharp swing to the 
left. Is this Mr. Lavon’s intense 
tion? And does he seek to achieve 
it, even if he rocks the state 
dangerous'y in the process?

connection with the Arabic word which denotes a proces- 
sion of camels, but it is an adaptation of the German word 
“Karawagen” (a funerary carriage). Since Jews did not employ 
hearses in 1789 when your family name came into being, I 
suggest that your ancestor who first took this name was 
either a manufacturer of carriages or he may have operated 
them for the local city administration.

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Zionists Nix Aliya--25th Congress A Bust

JERUSALEM (P-O) — Ameri- 
ean Zionists have scored a vic- 
tory over Israeli Zionists at the 
recently held Zionist Congress 
in Jerusalem by rejecting aliya 
as the “centrality” of the move- 
ment. 

In a battle that took hours, 
the American Zionists succeeded 
in watering down a resolution 
on aliya so that it became only 
“a central activity” rather than 
“THE central activity” as it had 
been described in the original 
resolution proposed at the world 
convention of Zionists here. 

Thus Zionism is back where it 
was before — with. conflicting 
groups each claiming, that their 
own activity is what constitutes 
real Zionism. 

Aliya being the only area un- 
touched by non-Zionist groups 
had been talked of by many as 
the last opportunity for the Zion- 
ists to achieve their oft spoken- 
of rejuvenation. 


Now that ‘aliya’ is convenient- 
ly shelved Zionist organizations 
can continue to coast on past 
history and identify with the 
pro-Zionist activity of all the 
non-Zionist groups who ironically 








learned it all 
from the Zion- 
ists. 

Israeli Zion- 
ists are down- 
cast. Led by 
Moshe Sharett, 
they are disap- 
pointed over 
: the defeat suf- 

" fered by those 
Sharett who would 
have found in ‘the aliya program’ 
a rejuvenation of the Zionist 
movement. These elements can 
now hardly face Ben Gurion who 
has been claiming all along that 
the Zionist movement is just an 
organization that keeps itself 
alive by virtue of its existence. 

Ben Gurion has demanded that 
Zionism be interpreted as mean- 
ing personal aliya to Israel by 
those who believe in it. 

Sharett told American Zionists 
during a visit to that country, 
that he doesn’t demand Jews 
migrate to Israel as Ben Gurion 
does. But he added that he deems 
it necessary that aliya be in the 
forefront of Zionist activity. 

His position did not evoke any 
oral reaction in America and met 
outright rejection in Israel dur- 
ing the Congress.

Ex-U.S: Congressman Would 


Disavow Earlier 


NEW YORK (P-O) — A for- 
mer U. S. Congressman, author 
of the first Zionist resolution ap- 
proved by Congress favoring es- 
tablishment of a homeland for 
the Jews, would now disavow his 
own resolution, he asserted, if 
Israeli Premier Ben Gurion’s 
statement regarding Jews living 
outside of Palestine should be- 
come the voice of the Israeli 
Government. 

Hamilton Fish, in a letter to 
the New York Times, said “I 
read with amazement the state 
ment of Premier Ben Gurion 
quoting from the Jewish law of 
the Talmud that “Whosoever 
dwells outside of the land of 
Israel is considered to have no 
God.’ 

‘It is incredible that such 
charges should have been public- 
ly issued even by inference or 
indirectly, as now alleged, against 
millions of American Jews who 
practice their religion according

to their conscience and convic- 
tions in the United States where 
our Constitution provides for 
complete separation of church 
and state and for religious free- 
dom.” 

The ex-New York up-state leg- 
islator indignantly continues in 
his letter ‘As author of the first 
Zionist resolution patterned on 
the Balfour Resolution, I de- 
nounce and repudiate the Ben 
Gurion statements as irreconcila- 
ble with my resolution as adopted 
by Congress, and if they repre- 
sent the Government of Israel 
and public opinion there, then 
I shall disavow publicly my sup- 
port of my own resolution, as I 
do not want to be associated with 
such un-American doctrines.” 


Congressman Fish authored the 
U. S. Congressional resolution in 


1923 that called for a homeland 
in Palestine for persecuted Jews 
of Eastern Europe. 





Israel Gov’t. Bars Friedmann 
Claim in Eichmann’s Capture 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — A man 
who hunted Adolf Eichmann for 
15 years and claims he had a 
share in Eichmann’s capture, ac- 
tually Played no part in his cap- 
ture, according to the Israeli 
Government. 


In discounting the claims ad- 
vanced by Tuvia Friedmann, 
head of the Haifa Documentation 
Center, the Government main- 
tains that information received 
by Friedmann relative to the 
whereabouts of Eichmann during 
the years the Nazi mass mur- 
derer was being hunted, had not 
been communicated to the Gov- 
ernment. 

According to a report in the 
Jerusalem Post, Friedmann re- 
layed all information relative to 
Eichmann to “an organization in 
Israel” believed to be the World 
Jewish Congress. 


Government authorities say 
that in 1959, Friedmann reported 
to the WJC that he had received 





word from the Prosecutor at 
Ludwigsburg, West Germany, 
that Eichmann might be hiding 
in Kuweit. This report was pub- 
lished and proved erroneous. 

Following publication of the 
Kuweit report a letter was re- 
ceived by Friedman from an un- 
named person in Argentina to 
the effect that Eichmann was in 
South America. The writer of 
fered to tell Friedmann the name 
Eichmann was using and to dis- 
close his exact whereabouts. Ac- 
cording to Government reports, 
Friedmann replied, offering the 
man a reward but failed to noti- 
fy the Government of the Corre- 
spondence. 

A man sent by Friedmann to 
the letter writer was refused in 
formation until the writer re- 
ceived a $10,000 reward. Later 
that year — 1959 — Friedmann 
announced at a WJC press con- 
ference that a $20,000 fund would 
be set up to finance a reward 
for anyone giving information 


leading to Eichmann’s arrest. 

According to the Jerusalem 
Post, immediately after Eich- 
mann’s capture early last year. 
the unuamed letter writer in Ar- 
gentina again wrote Friedmann, 
demanding the reward. At that 
time, the name under which Eich- 
mann had been living — Ricardo 
Klement — had not been made 
public. The letter writer said the 
Nazi mass murderer had been 
using the name “Schmidt.” At 
no itme, according to Govern: 
ment spokesman, did Eichmann 
use that name. 

The Jerusalem Post states that 
at a press conference last week 
in Haifa, Friedmann said the /et- 
ter writer “had received his re- 
ward.” The Post adds however 





that Friedmann did not explain 
why the man — who had ap 
parently contributed nothing tu 
Eichmann’s arrest — had been 
|rewarded. Nor did Friedmann 
| specify the amount of the “re- 
| ward” nor its source

Helen Goes to 2d Century Rome with M. Samuel

Just wrenched myself bodily 
out of second-century Rome, 

Been there for several weeks 
now through the eyes of Maurice 
Samuel in his recently published 
novel, “The Second Crucifixion.” 
{ was there so 
long mostly be- 
cause of pleas- 
ant interrup.- 
tions like mid- 
winter vaca- 
tion, with all 
our college 
kids and a cou- 
Ple of their 
friends home ‘ 
for vacation. Helen 
Because I was So long visiting 
with Samuel’s characters, it will 
take me a while getting back to 
the twentieth century. 

My feeling is that Samuel has 
produced a work to be reckoned 
with. Powerful. Potent. Not only 
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is it a good novel, building up 
to an almost unbearably taut cli- 
max, but the man is a scholar 
who has accumulated a vast 
background of knowledge. For 
this tale, among other things, he 
is supposed to have spent 10 
years researching that particular 
period. And beside all this he 
has determinedly, courageously 
presented the facts no matter 
how painful they may be whether 
to Jewish-or Christian reader. 


READING THE novel from the 
Jewish point of view I found my- 
self wincing now and then. Yet 
on the other hand the total im- 
pact was one to make me walk 
even straighter as a Jew. 

If I had any complaint it would 
be aimed at the rather abrupt 
ending. After letting us take his 
characters to our hearts and al- 
low their problems to disturb us 
with mounting concern, all of a 
sudden the closing curtain des- 
cends on what we would have 
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judged was only the start of the 
third act. 


But then I guess Samuel had 
said most of the things he had 
hoped to say for this session 
Or was he just weary of all the 
strife and contention, of all the 
trouble about to erupt, and de- 
cided he and the reader had both 
had enough? 


AT ANY RATE, if we wives 
are supposed to be able to per- 
suade our husbands to read books 
we find worthy (as reported in 
The POST and OPINION recent- 
ly) I thoroughly recommend this 
story, of Ebionites, Jews, Ro- 
mans and Christians of the early 
days of this era, to my mister 
and to you as well as a work 
meaty in its well-documented 
background and scrupulously fair 
in its presentation of the ex- 
tremely touchy subject of the 
emergence of Christianity and its 
relationship to Judaism,

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Roster System Proves Helpful In Task of Assigning Duties To Congregants

energy in this effort? Have other 
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congregations been able to ac 
complish this goal and if so, how 
did they do it?” 

One could cite some congrega- 
tions that seem to have had a 
marked degrgee of success in 
that worship services are well at- 
tended, registration for adult ed- 
ucation classes are large, the af 
filiate rosters and their meetings 


‘}loom large and committee lists 


are long and their sessions num- 
erous. Many of these congrega- 
tions are in their formative years 
when interest in the infant con- 
Zregation is sustained by the 
newness of it all. Others are in 
communities where Jewish fam- 
ilies are making their first in- 
roads and identification and par- 
ticipation is of prime persona! 
importance. What of the com- 
munity that has celebrated its 
10th or 20th birthday? What of 
the community where Jewish life 
is stable and accepted? 


IN THE LARGER, well estab. 
lished congregation, the commit- 
tee structure offers an opportunr- 
ity to involve a goodly number 
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of the members. Unfortunately, 
some congregations defeat the 
potential good by limiting com- 
mittee personnel to Board mem- 
bers and those already committed 
to participation in the temple pro- 
gram. This leads to the complaint 
that the synagogue is run by a 
“clique” at the very same time 
that the Board is complaining 
that the same people are always 
bearing the burdens and respon- 
sibilities of the synagogue. 

Those synagogues that are 
genuinely interested in involving 
a greater number of their mem- 
bers should consider the possi- 
bilities offered by what one might 
term the “roster system”, In 
military and naval parlance a 
roster is, “a roll or list of officers 
or enlisted men, subject to Ccer- 
tain assignments for duty and 
made use of for systematic de- 
tails, especially a list which gives 
the order in which units or in- 
dividuals are due to perform a 
prescribed duty”, to quote Web- 
ster’s New International Diction- 
ary. 

In what areas of activity does 
the roster system lend itself in 
the synagogue? One can immedi 
ately cite three and clearly indi- 
cate the advantages. In ushering 
at worship services, in selecting 
hostesses for the Oneg Shabbat 
and other social functions of the 
synagogue, and in manning the 
parking field whenever a gather- 
ing is scheduled at the syna- 


‘| gogue building. 


TO ACTIVATE people you 
must not only make them feel 
welcome, you must give them 
something to do coupled with a 
sense of responsibility. A few 
synagogues have recognized that 
the same group of ushers and 
the same women pouring tea, 
tends to make the newcomer feel 
that he will forever be an out- 
sider. The president of one con 
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gregation called a meeting of all 
the heads of the synagogue’s af- 
filiates and asked each group to 
assume the responsiblity for pro- 
viding from its ranks the people 
to handle these posts on differ- 
ent days and occasions of the 
month, The intent was laudable, 
but the result was more of the 
same. The affiliates called upon 
its most active people again and 
again and few, if any new faces 
were seen in the synagogue. 

Let us use the Ushers and 
Oneg Shabbat Hostess assign- 
ments for examples as to how 
to correctly utilize the roster sys- 
tem. Let us assume that the 
synagogue has twelve experi- 
enced men in its Ushers Corps 
and a similar number of gracious 
ladies on the Hostess list. To in- 
sure continuity, two Corps men 
and two stalwarts from the wom- 
en should be assigned for each 
Friday night from the beginning 
to the end of the congregational 
year. A complete listing of as- 
signments should be provided 
every person involved at the very 
onset, so he or she can mark 
off on his personal calendar 
when attendance will be required. 

To round out the complement 
of ushers and hostesses for each 
Friday night, the committee must 
then examine the complete syna- 
gogue membership list. Take off 
the names of those men and 
women who are rarely, if ever, 
involved in synagogue work and 
slot them into dates spread out 
over the congregational year. If 
your congregation has 500 or 
more members, no one person 
will be assigned to more than 
two or three dates, while in 
smaller congregations it may call 
for as many as a half dozen such 
assignments. 

NOW DRAW up a master ros- 
ter calendar to mail out to each 
person involved and accompany 
it with a friendly letter explain- 
ing the importance of the assign- 
ment. Ask the “volunteers” to 
mark the dates on their home 
calendars now, so that they will 
avoid making conflicting engage- 
ments in the future. However. 
don’t rely on their remembering. 
A series of postal cards should 
be prepared to be mailed one 
week in advance of the assign- 
ment date. 

Of course, {ft takes more than 


a half dozen visits to the syna 
gogue to truly involve the hearts 
and minds of busy People. But 
it does offer the leadership an 
opportunity to meet the mem- 
ber and vice-versa. It does offer 
the leadership a chance td 
“spread the work” not only in 
the two areas cited but can prob<« 
ably be utilized in many other 
activities of the contemporary, 
synagogue. The synagogue Board 
has the moral obligation to try 
and try again to interest and in« 
volve every member of the con. 
gregation and where is it more 
important than in attending wor- 
ship services,

NEW YORK (P-O)—The par- 
ent who asks the question 
“Should My Son Be a Rabbi?” 
may find a comprehensive an- 
swer to the query in an article 
in the current issue of “Jewish 
Life” by Dr. Norman Lamm, as- 
sociate Rabbi of the West Side 
Jewish Center in New York, and 
one of the outstanding Orthodox 
Rabbis in the United States. 

Dr. Lamm says that the Rab- 
binate has rich rewards to offer 
the young aspirant whose dedi- 
cation, scholarship, love of peo- 
ple, facility at self expression 
and tough moral fibre measure 
up to the requirements of the 
rabbinical calling. 


IF HE LACKS these qualities, 
Dr. Lamm adds, he should not 
contemplate entering the minis- 
try. If he is squeamish -in the 
presence of unpleasant duties, 
the Rabbinate is not for him. 

“The dentist,” writes Dr. 
Lamm, “must often expose him- 
self to the vilest odors of rotting 
teeth. The physician must occa- 
sionally bring his person in con- 
tact with the most nauseating 
kind of human filth. The lawyer, 
in pursuit of justice and the pro- 
tection of his client, must at 
times deal with the dregs of so- 
ciety, the very scum of the earth. 

“Are these pleasant tasks? 
Should the Rabbi protest if he 
has io deal with spiritual wreck- 
age, with the result of two or 
three generations of religious 
neglect? The Rabbinical student 
ought perhaps to temper his 
youthful zeal with just a trifle

and view his synagogue as a 
spiritual hospital, his study as 
an operating room and his pulpit 
as a pharmacy. The Berditchever, 
in his Kedushath Levi, rightly 
said that if you wish to save 
your friend from the mud and 
mire, you must yourself descend 
into it in order to bring him up.

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DISSOLVE ZIONIST BODIES 


THE ANTI-ZIONISTS will have a field day with the 
call of Rabbi Joachim Prinz for the dissolution of the Zion- 
ist movement. The anti-Zionist Indianapolis Star, which 
often comes close to being anti-Semitic the way it features 
every Arab pronouncement, played up the story. We know 
what the American Council for Judaism will do. 

It was unfortunate that Dr. Prinz brought into his 
speech the concept of the Jewish people and showed how 
it dovetailed with the American concept of the plurality 
of cuitures. To the anti-Zionist and the Indianapolis Star 
this means that Zionism was the antithesis of good Amer- 
icanism. 

YET DR. PRINZ has a right to his views. 

There is a difference between his views and those of 
The POST and OPINION, which iately has not been too 
friendly to organized Zionism. Our position has been to 
reform the Zionist movement so that once again it might 
embark on true Zionist activities. 

The recent World Zionist Congress did exactly that. 
Whether it has come around to such a program too late 
is the question. 

Dr. Prinz now pits himself against Nahum Goldmann, 
the president of both the World Zionist Organization and 
the World Jewish Congress. Prinz is president of the 
American Jewish Congress, an affiliate of the World Jew- 
ish Congress. Whether the Zionist organizations as such 
disappear, there will always be a strong corps of Jews, 
wherever they live, who will give more emphasis than 
others to activities in behalf of Israel. 

EVENTUALLY DR. PRINZ may be proven right. A 
more important question, however, is whether his timing 
is correct. 

Is the American Jewish community—and other Jewries 
also—so wedded to aiding Israel at this point that without 
a Zionist movement it will continue to give Israel the 
financial and political support it may require for the next 
two to three decades. 


SOUTH AFRICA BOMBING 


That was unfair of the bomber who wrecked the syn- 
agogue in Johannesburg. The Jews of South Africa had 
already told the populace that apartheid was a political 
issue in which Jews as a community were not involved, 
and could not be expected to take sides. Of course the 
Jews of South Africa did admit they were for virtue and 
against vice, but on apartheid they would just pass. The 
bomber doesn’t understand logic, it seems.

We want to 
feel close to the people of Israel who 
have made Gentiles respect us all over 
the world. We want to work on the kib- 
butzim and feel we have helped in our 
own small way to build Israel. We want 
new faith to support our old faith.

If we could only 
find a way to get to Israel and a way to 
get back 10 weeks later we would be 
overjoyed.

We are writing to The National Jew- 
ish POST and OPINION to see what help 
you can give us. Are there any organiza- 
tions who would sponsor us? Is there a 
plane or boat we can work on to get us 
to Israel? 

Please try to give us some advice and 
help.

A number of times here we've suggested 
that arranging for the charter of a sea-going 
vessel which for a few hundred dollars would 
enable college students to spend the summer 
in Israel was a natural. But we never made 
a survey of young college people (except the 
three in our own house) to see if there was 
this interest on the campus in a project like 
this. 

But this letter seems to indicate that not 
only one vessel, but a whole fleet would be 
required if all the Jewish college kids who 
would sign up for such a trip could be ac- 
comodated. 

Of course there are problems, such as 
what to do with the youngsters when they 
get to Israel. Then there is also the fact that 
in one way or another this project would 
have to be subventioned, since even though 
the youngsters could be expected to work 
on the ship, the few hundred dollars they 
would be asked to pay, would not by any 
means cover the expenses. 

Heretofore we’ve suggested that a Zion- 
ist group take over this project. But now we 
have the feeling that the B’nai B'rith, with 
its Hillel establishments dotting practically 
every campus, would be the logical organiza- 
tion to take this on. It would lend status and 
give security to the summer program, and 
since it would be college-age youngsters who 
would be accomodated, what is more normal 
than a college agency handle it. 

We need leaders with imagination, and 
we're off on a successful venture. What about 
it, you Hillel leaders? 


WE’VE WRITTEN nothing this year on 
this page in connection with Christmas in 
the schools. 

THE SEVERAL news stories in our issue 
of Dec. 23, the one from Jersey City and the 
other from Milwaukee, as also the one from 
Denver in the issue of Dec. 30, both show 
how explosive a problem we're dealing with.

@ Editor Jewish POST and OPINION 

I am enclosing herewith a copy of a 
bulletin distributed to all members of our 
faculty, including 20 or more Jews, of a 
Christmas greeting message which seems 
to be quite at variance with the position 
of the writer, Mr. Jacob H. Raphael, 

It is one of our fiercely guarded prin- 
ciples to keep church and state separated 
in our public school system—that no re- 
ligious influence has a place in these 
schools. The writer, chief educational di- 
rector and consultant in the N. Y. area 
of all congregational religious schools 
operated under the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, and to the best 
of my knowledge and belief also operat- 
ing under the auspices of the United Syn- 
agogue on Jewish Education, seems to 
ignore this principle. 

How can a Jew—be he teacher or 
student—accept the statement, “Through 
our own spirit we help our boys” (which 
incidentally includes some of the Jewish 
faith) “to understand and hold clear the 
teachings of the Christmas Season” as a 
non-sectarian statement? Are we being 
encouraged to look with less favor upon 
our own Jewish heritage because these 
“teachings” are so prominently advocat- 
ed?..Must we look upon Christ as the 
“True Saviour’® Does the writer con- 
sistently advocate thése teachings in the 
religious schools under his supervision? 
Can one with these beliefs, expressed or 
implied, be considered a fit holder of the 
great responsibility belonging to a Jew- 
is leader? 

I believe that Mr. Raphael, as such 
a leader, should be asked to take a defi- 
nite stand in regard to the following: 

a) The already recognized concept 
advocated by all spokesmen of the Jew- 
ish world that there should and must be 
a true separation of Church and State, 

b) Public funds and school facilities 
may not be used to teach the doctrines 
of Christ the Saviour, the Messiah, the 
True -God—all teachings of the Christmas 
season. 

All of the teachings thus exemplified 
have been used to whip up anti-Jewish 
feeling at this season. Is he not aware 
of this? Is he serving the cause of Juda- 
ism by permitting the Nativity play to 
be performed in the school auditorium, 
or the scenery thereto, including simulat- 
ed stained glass windows, or a plea from 
the stage “as one Catholic to another” 
to “Keep the Christ in Christmas”, or the 
verbatim quotes from the New Testa- 
ment, “Unto us a child is born”, “In the 
city of David a Saviour”, “Son of God”, 
“The Messiah”, “King of the Jews”, 
“Christ the Lord”, all of which have been 
done in the past? Is it a service to Juda- 
ism to allow the Catholic viewpoint to- 
wards Darwin’s theory to be expounded 
in the classroom, then to ‘whitewash’ the 
complaint that followed? 

I ask that this man be forced to take 
a stand one way or the other; either he 
maintains the principles, policies and prac- 
tices of Judaism which were fought for 
over so long a period of time, or, if he 
believes in what he is doing and plans to 
continue so doing he is obviously mis- 
placed and should be asked to resign.

@ Editor Jewish POST and OPINION 
i The reprint of the directive by 
Dr. Unger against the National 
Jewish Post and Opinion brings 
to light another sign of the mal- 
ady with which American Jewry

This superficial, (and some- 
times artiificial) appearance of 
well-being has become a “must” 
for the various segments of the 
American Jewish scene: the Rab 
binate, the Synagogue, Educa- 
tion, the Zionist organizations, 
Fraternal organizations, and ali 
other organizations — because 
the report must show great im- 
provement over the last report, 
to justify the money spent. The 
better the report, the greater the 
hope of a good impression, and 
the more successful the organiza- 
tion — and surely its leadership! 


This group ailment has been 
transmitted to the individual-—- 
we have all met the well-known 
“exaggerator” (braggart), who, 
in five minutes, will tell you (if 
he is a member of a Synagogue) 
how he built it, and how he is 
keeping it going—and the same 
line is found in the fields of 
Charity and Education. 


Very few of these zealots know 
that real success pursues the one 
who understands the virtue of 
anivus, of walking humbly with 
G-d. In our prayers we are told 
how unsuccessful man can be. 
Our greatest leaders, since the 
beginning of time and down 
through the ages, walked hum.- 
bly with G-d. Abraham said: “I 
am dust and ashes—perhaps I’m 
not doing so well’—All through 
the years sages and scholars,

who devoted their days and 
nights in the study of service of 
man and G-d, wrote their re- 
ports in the wee hours of the 
mornings, listing their own 
shortcomings, and _ regretting 
their own limitations, Yet, those 
were the successful leaders of 
Israel in their times.
